4 Sag DEATH. OF MOISE TSH- 
ombe marks the end of one 
of the most bizarre chapters in the 
history of modern Africa.

TRANSPLANTS: Implications Are Tricky — 


But We Need to Unstick Our Prejudices’ 


Along with the rejection mechanisms of the 
‘bédy which make it throw out an alien part, there 
is a rejection mechanism of the-mind: a tendency 
to shudder away from any thought of. mucking 
about ‘with a dead body. Or cutting into a live 
‘one, come to that. 


Yet if doctors at least had not suppressed their primeval 
squeamishness,-a good many of-us would not be alive now. 

On a subject so fraught.with tricky implications, a vague 
feeling of distaste is not enough; we have to work put what 
the isSues really are, for us, for the doctors, for everybody. 

And we have to unstick our own prejudices. We have to 
go through every sentence making the emotional unemotional, 
and giving the bare fact’ feeling. Every time we read 
“ourpse” we should try saying “the body of my lover’. 

Every time we think “the body of my child” we should 
add “that will be decaying in a few days anyway’’, and when 
someone says “heart transplant’, we should try saying 
“lives”. : 

Every time we trust the doctors, and think of them as 
kind Olympians saving life, we must also imagine a wet 
Saturday evening in a minor hospital during a “flu epidemic, 
ani see how well the law works then; and every time we 
think of the “transplanters” getting at our bodies, we should 
take out the word transplant and put in “a mother of small 
children who will soon die without a transplant”. And it is 
thes> people, after ali;-that the fuss.is realty alll. about.—— 

The vague shudder we all feel actually covers two quite 
different fears, and they would need quite different protection 
under law. There is the fear that if someone else wanted your 
kidneys, you would be allowed to die sooner than you other- 
wise might, or worse still, cut into while still just living. 

‘And q:‘ite apart from this, there is the strong feeling that 
mary people have about the sanctity of bodies however dead. 
Some religions hold that what happens to the body affects 
what happens to the soul, but there are plenty of people who 
take no such’ view, yet who still think of a body as sacrosant. 

You may think they are right or you may thmk they are 
crazy but they have a civil right to their point of view. Any

What's the practical problem? 


=Not as-many transplants are being done 4 could “be, 
becalise with the law as it stands it is difficult to get enough 
kidneys, livers and so.on donated. This is doubly unfortunate, 
because more means_better ; the more you have the better 
the-chances are of matching the organ to the person it is 
going to (tissue-typing) and so getting a successful result. 

On the other hand, some people are worried that they 
may be cut up after death without their consent, or have 
their deaths hurried along a bit by over-zealous surgeons. 


How can we be certain that a transplant “donor” 
is really dead? 

The Committee that advised the British Minister of 
Health last year suggested that if there was any question of a 
transplant, death should be certified by two doctors, neither 
cormected with the transplant team and one at least five 
years qualified; (as with lunatics, when the public might 
distrust one doctor, it quaintly places faith in two). This 
would certainly prevent a cringing houseman being overborne 
by a great truculent transplanter, but it leaves two problems 
unsolved.

In a letter to the London Daily Express, a Mrs. Cox said 
that her daughter had been declared to have irreversible 
brain damage, that the doctors had wanted to switch off the 
respirator, that she had insisted that it stay on and‘that the 
girl was now alive and well and living in Dorset. The doctors 
denied they had said she had irreversible brain Gamage, -but 
such possibilities are undoubtedly worrying. 

But it’s important-to-remember-that-these decisions are 
taken daily all over the country withodt any reference to 
transplants. Mrs. Cox unwittingly outlizied the problem in her 
letter when she said that “the decision to give up the life of a 
patient should never be made.” 

But if that-was our policy, 4m 20 years’ time the country 
would be cluttered with barely breathing corpses, and half 
the nation’s manpower and resources would be devoted to 
keepingthem going, which is-evén more horrifying than 
Frankenstein. e 


How do you define the moment of death? 


Bluntiy,’you cannot. There is no one thing. which gives, 
you a straight yes or no answer. Electroencephalographs can 
show flat readings for days in some sort of coma. Hearts can 
be massaged back imto life. 

They are working on changes in retina vessels as a sign 
of death, but none of it is infallible: in the end, it is simply a 
decision a doctor has to take: that this patient will never 
function spontaneously again. 

Geoffrey Spencer, head of the intensive care unit at St. 
Thomas's Hospital, London, said “‘the only acceptable limited 
definition of death is that it is an irreversible cessation of 
spontaneous activity in all the tissues of the body. But there 
is. no point in transplanting a dead organ. The point is that 
different parts of the body die and deteriorate at differesit 
rates.” 

in prectice, what defines death is often the law — ‘in 
Switzerland it is cessation of brain activity, in Sweden the 
beating of the heart. 

This makes heart transplants illegal in Sweden because a 
successful heart transplant requires you get a heart beating 
agai by whatever artificial means. Lest this should be taken 
as too exemplary of the Swedes, it is worth recording that 
when Professor .Bjoerk suggested that brain activity be 
substituted for heart activity, ad.a criterion of death, the 
director of the Swedish Medical Board, Dr. Rexed, said not 
yet, and that in the meantime Sweden would benefit from the 
resuits of operations performed abroad. Charming. 


What safeguards can there be about death then? 


When people were worried about being buried alive, the 
left instructions in their wills to have their arteries severed’ 
at least if you have had a transplant you will not wake up in 
your coffin. In the end, there is nothing for it but trust in the 
doctor who looks after the patient. This és ‘why it is crucial 
that he never be the same man as the one win does the 
transplant. The transplanter would probably make exactly the 
Same decisions—but a-—patient must know his doctor has 
nothing to gain from having him dead. 


What about murders? 


A coroner is compelled by statute to hold an inquest on 
an accident victim, but he can give consent to the removal of 
an organ from such a one, and take the doctor’s word for it 
about the state of the corpse. How much he does so seems to 
depend on the coroner concerned, some of whom. co-operate 
more than others. 


What about the care of the dying? 


What, indeed, Reputable doctors think it is horrifying to 
drag a dying person across country to be near a recipient, 
and some transplanters make-a point of taking the recipient 
to the donor. 

But in the recent heart transplant in London where a 
dying nurse was taken to Guy’s Hospital, it was far from 
clear that she would have been moved there but for the 
transplant proposed. 

It is an open question whether # might be made illegal to 
move a dying patient for transplant purposes (hard to prove) 
or whether public opinion should concentrate on making the 
British Medical Association take a grip on its members. 

There is the further question of taking tests on the dying 
to fird out if they wil fit the recipient; it’s not a pleasant 
thought.and obvieusly there ought to be a very strict limit on 
it. Again, perhaps a definition of what was allowable and a 
pretty strict code of practice could come from doctors 
themselves. 

it is worth noting that if, even wrongly, the idea spreads 
round that people who were willing to give organs for 
transplants were being pushed around and subjected to things 
for which the doctors use this beautiful word “discomfort’’, 
people might be a lot less willing to donate. Relations might 
even start insisting on “bringing him home to die”’ in the old 
way—which would surety defeat the object of this and many 
another exercise. 

Under the U.K. Human Tissues Act 1961 it is: lawful to 
take out organs. if the deceased agreed or if his relatives 
agree; ‘“‘the person lawfully in possession of the body” can 
authorise removal if there is no reason to think any surviving 
relative would object. 

Partly because it is not clear—who is legally in charge 
of the body? The hospital? Or the relatives-as soon as they 
hear about it? Does “‘amy surviving refative’’ mean any close 
relative, or Aunt Effie in Dunfermline too? 

And mainly because of the’ time factor. If you could stack 
the livers of the willing in the deep freeze there would be no 
need to bother about doubtful deathbeds—but you can't.- The

How do you get more donors without infringing 
people’s rights?

What Is the situation in other countries? 


In France, death is confirmed by two doctors, and organs 
can be-taken, even for reasons of therapeutic “‘interest”’, 
without consulting any relative. In South Africa there are new 
laws under way, one of them would still require consent by 
relatives (though the relations of Christiaan Barnard’s third 
heart donor were not even told). 

In the United States, things are complicated as always by 
the difference between states, but they are working on a

Has the press made the whole situation more 
difficult? 

The transplanters complain that people have been put off 
allowing the organs of their dead to be used by the fear of 
publicity, and it has been suggested in South Africa, for 
instance. that it should be made illegal to publish donors’ 
names.

The Russians plainly prefer 
to see’the Peking extremists 
gain. the upper hand, since 
tiis lends substance to their 
claims that the Chinese are 
hopelessly intransigent.

activities Nave been the exact 
opposite.” 


On June 13, the Soviet 
foreign affairs weekly Novoye 
Vremya accused Peking of 
using the Chinese minorities 
in Butma; Cambodia and 
Ma‘aysia to foment trouble, 
adding that Mao Tse-tung and 
his partisans have “hegemo- 
nistie pretensions” in South 
and Southeast Asia.

pore’s problems are the kind 
other countries in this region 
would like to have,” a West- 
ern diplomat says. 

The national per-capita in- 
come is nearly twice that of 
Malaysia and indicates Singa- 
pore’s high living standard in 
Southeast Asia. 

Many of thé poorest Singa- 
poreans live im ramshackle 
attap, or thatch, huts, but 
they seem to have few com- 
plaints. One attap dweller, a 
Chinese cane furnituré-maker, 
says; ““We have plenty to eat, 
we are clothed and housed. 
We are happy.” 

Food is plentiful and cheap. 
The night markets are steamy 
pinpoints of activity.

A flurry of ra- 
cial incidents broke out in 
Singapore, too. Within a week, 


police and military troops had 
swept through every trouble 
spot-on the island, making ar- 
rests and screening suspects. 

In all, four persons were ,re- 
ported killed. 

Communism, always a fear 
in this corner of Southeast 
Asia, is apparently not taken 
too -seriously’ by the govern- 
ment. “‘They have become an 
anachronism,” Foreiga Minis- 
tér Rajaratnam observes. 

Marshall, 66, describes him- 
self as ‘‘pathologically anti- 
Communist.”” He says the 
Communists, who went under- 
ground when Lee came.. into 
power, are. a growing force.

Local diplomats and busi- 
ness leaders regularly travel 
around the world, seeking in- 
vestors and tourists. The 
search for new industry ap 
pears to be effective. But “a 
government estimate shows 
only same 5,000 industrial jobs 
“are created each year, some- 
times at a cost of $10,000 
apiece. 

The government is fostering 
two bills, to Hberalize abortion 
and sterilizatioa,* which it 
claims are needed ‘“‘on-medi- 
cal, social and humanitarian 
grounds."” Opponents call the 
bills desperate attempts.to cut 
population growth and ease 
the unemployment erisis. 

This, ia part,.is Singapore 
150 years after its founding by 
Sir Stamford Raffles. 

Her ambitious prime minis- 
ter calls it the “Rugged Soci- 
ety.”
